The Com-Modem Adapter #5100 installs in the User Port on the 
left rear area of your Commodore. As with any device, you must 
be sure that your computer is off before plugging in this inter- 
face. When plugging it in be sure that the switches are facing 
up and that you correctly align the connector to the correspond- 
ing connector inside your computer. The interface should go 
about 1/4 inch into the computer after you feel the initial con- 
tact. If it is not correctly connected it will be damaged, so be 
sure to plug it in correctly and firmly. 

The switch on the left is the on/off switch for the Com-Moden. 
Pull it towards the computer keyboard to turn off, and away from 
the keyboard to turn the Com-Modem on. The switch in the center 
of the Com-Modem is the Hayes/1670 toggle switch. If switched 
to the left it is in Hayes mode. If switched to the right it is 
in 1670 mode. 

The Com-Modem is designed to work only with modems. 
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
